For sevbral years past in pilotage mat- 
ters this province has been a "housd" 
divided against itself." Three separate 
boards of management adopting rules and 
regulations that bfton conllict and three 
distinct ' pilotage districts are not con- 
ducive to commercial harmony and satis- 
faction among shipmasters and ownors;to 
say tttithing of tho inturo3ts,of individual 
pilots or the ocononiy of the service. The 
presoiitoyatorii has had a fair trial and has 
OCoTi found Minting and the B. C. Board 
of.Trtulo hftvi called the attention of tho 
Dominion government through His Ex- 
cellency trio [Governor General to this 
auawaloim statu of atfaira. This they 
have done in a few terse and effective sen- 
tence:! which cannot fail to have weight 
in the proper quarter. Subordinate or 
branch boards may possibly be uf sorvice; 
bnt that they should have, independent 
nnJ equal authority with! ! power to fix 
their mvirttirill' of charges is altogether at 
variance with the interests of mercantile 
marine. A late decision of lion. 
Justice Gray declares that it is compe- 
tent fqjfi J». C. licensed pilot to exercise 
his calling anywhere in provincial waters 
without let or hindrance. This is as it 
should bo. It is absurd to suppose that 
such distinctions as a Victoria, Nanaimo 
or Burrard Inlet pilot can exist with 
safety to shipping or economy to tho ser- 
vice. Our Nanaimo contemporary takes 
exception to the report of tho Board of 
Trade just issued with regard to the 
pilotage paragraph; but it is difficult to 
understand why it should do so. The 
assertion that the Board is not British 
Columbian in iho. widest meaning of the 
term is absurd and unjust; the aim of 
tho Board having al ways boon to advance 
the interests of the whole provinco. If 
thoru.is a catholic, nonsoctiohal body in 
the province- it is tho B. C. Board of 
Trade. _ All tho reforms .|t has,, effected 
have been provincial not insular' iii their 
■working. The roturn to the old pilot 
system would not necessarily cnnipivhond 
ah increase hi the pilotage charges. If 
there should be any change it would bo 
in tlio opposite direction. When, tho 
Board of Trade- paragraph was vrritton 
B. O. pilots did not taku charge of vossols 
except in their own districts; but Judge 
Gray litis decided that they have the 
right to pilot anywhere in provincial wat- 
ers. The absurdity of tho restrictive ar- 
rangements is apparent wlion it is under- 
stood 'that thero might be both Victoria 
and Burrard, Inlet pilots in the straits, 
yet a ship bound for Nanaimo would have 
to wait till a pilot belonging to that dis- 
trict came and took charge of her before 
»ho could entor that port, although men 
equally, competent were in waiting. : The 
same remark is applicable to both Burrard 
Inlet and. Victoria.- As . nearly all tho 
snipping entering those waters must pass 
Kace Rocks thoro is no other station so 
convenient to shipping. as Victoria' where 
B. C. pilots may be on tho lookout to tabu 
vessels to 1 whatever port thoy may be 
bound. - In view of these and many other 
considerations it was well that . the late 
unsatisfactory state of pilotage ..matters 
should "end. 

OYSTER CULTURE. 

A jew day3 ago the Puget Sound papers 
announced, (hat tho Olympia oyster beds 
were being rapidly exhausted. The con- 
sumption of this delicious bivalve is too 
general and the demand too extousive not 
to view such a contingency with Bom,o 
alarm. Not many years ago considerable 
commotion was created in tho East by tho 
fear, nay almost certainty, that the sup- 
ply . of. oysters in Chesopeake Bay and 
Long Island Sound was giving out. The 
prospective failure of such an important 
industry brought about tho promotion of 
committees of inquiry. These commit- 
tees reported to the U. S. government, 
and scientists sot themselves to work in 
order to find out some mothod of. averting 
such, a calamity. Aftoi' a great deal of' 
experimenting a successful hatchery was 
established and michan impetus wasgivou 
to the industry that many thousands of 
acres covered by tho waters of Long 
Island Sound were leased out by the states 
of Connecticut and Now Vork for oyster 
farming; ono proprietor' alone holding 
10,000 acres for that purpose. In two 
years tho fumnlu oyster contains from one 
to ton millions of eggs, and a coal oil can 
of these impregnated eggs with their food 
supply contains fully fifty millions. Those 
aro properly deposited in the beds cov- 
orod with from :i few feet to fifty feet of 
water, and duly marked off by buoys. In 
two years they aro ready for use, but aro 
}>otter at three. At four years thoy aro 
at their best and then command the 
highest price. Looking to the future and 
increasing demand for thin delicacy and 
tho reported exhaustion of natural beds 
on tho Sound it might be a littlo bonanza 
for some enterprising Qshermon with the 
necessary capital, skill and energy to en- 
ter tins hold. Thero aro hundreds and 
thousands of acres on tho almost innum- 
erable inlets belonging to this province 
admirably adopted for oyster culture. 
With a hatchery nothing would bo left to 
chance and after the first two or three 
years an oystor Deld might bo reaped an- 
nually with immense profit and with moro 
certainty even than a farmer has with his 
fields of wheat and oats. Tho chief dif- 
ficulty East was in supplying tho young 
fry with the exact proportion of food and 
lime for Hhell-making purposes, but this 
difficulty has been surmountod, and when 
the fry are ready for deposition in the 
beds, tho critical stage is passed and there 
is comparatively nothing to hinder a very 
largo percentage reaching maturity. Thoro 
tire many more unlikoly speculations than 
this entered into by peoplo in this utili- 
tarian age.'

The effect of tho so-called blockade of 
the free port of Uongkong. is beginning 
to be felt in a more pronounced form, to 
the dotrimont of trade generally. 

It is said by thoso who ought to know, 
that* foroign goods aro so handicapped by 
tho' harassing exactions or wearying 
searches of the blockado agents that dis- 
tricts within two days' journey of Hong- 
kong are now supplied from Shanghai. 
When wo bear in mind the distance and 
the taxing stations through which these 
goods from tho north tuiiBt pass, some 
idea may bo formed of the hardship un- 
der which trade in foreign goods here 
must labor. 

Ono significant fact is also noticoable, 
namely, that ChinoBo merchants and com- 
pradorea here aro very chary in giving 
information concerning the real state of 
affairs, A species of terrorism is cloarly 
abroad in the colony and something must 
shortly bo done to put a atop to it 

Larceny in the streets, robberies from 
shops and houses and kidnapping of chil- 
dren aro all very prevalent just now in 
Canton. • . 

ThiB-niay bo taken as a proof not only 
of the incompetence of the guardians of 
tho peace, but ulso of the poverty and 
distress existing in tho city. In several 
instances lately children have been forc- 
ibly carried off in a most daring manner, 
a large ransom being asked for thoni by 
tho kidnappers. 

Another start is to bo made in that 
inarch of progress in which up to tho 
present tunc China has made such a sorry 
show. It has been, determined that tho 
mineral resources of Anhui shall bo pro- 
perly investigated, and a German mining 
expert .is to bo sotit there to report on 
the underground wealth of the provinco. 

Tho Ningpo pirato is as lively as ever 
and 'is- giving the Chinese authorities* 
who seem powerless to capture him, a 
great deal of trouble. 

It is rumored that the Chinese troops 
in Tonquin have received orders to with- 
draw from that place in: consequence of 
the energetic protest of the French min- 
ister to China. 

A desperato affray took place recently 
at Shanghai between British and Gorman 
sailors. The latter, who greatly outnum- 
bered the British, and who also possessed 
tho advantage of having sheath or clasp 
knives, used theso weapons freely, with 
the result that no loss than oight out of 
about twenty British seamen wore more 
or less seriously injured. 

1 ■ *; Japan. 

The coal company formed at Karatsu 
for tho purpose of exporting coal to China 
has commenced operations on an exten- 
sive scale, 150,000 yen having been sub- 
scribed by the members to start with. 

A now codo of commercial law con- 
sisting of 365 articles, having met with 
tho approval of the ministerial cabinet, 
has been submitted to the Gcuro-iii for 
final approval. 

According.' to a native paper many of 
tho lower class government officials re- 
ceive such small salaries as to be insuffi- 
cient to meet their daily oxpouses, and 
there is a good deal of suffering in conse- 
quence. 

The indigent circumstances of this class 
having been brought to the notice of the 
government, stops aro likely to be taken 
to remedy the prevailing distress. 

One hundred and five rice brokers were 
arrested recently on tho charge of carry- 
ing on their business upon gambling 
principles. 

It AoemB that, tho late difficulty with 
Corea has opened tho eyes of the Japan- 
ese to tho Rtato m which their navy is, 
It is now intended to add to its strength 
by getting two or threo powerful men-of- 
war built. 

The Mikado has been in bad health re- 
cently, and up the latest advices had not 
completely shaken his illness off.

FALL ASSIZES. 

IP.efore Mr. Justice MeCreight. | 



Thuhspay, Dec. 14, 1882. 

Court opened at 10 o'clock. 

Tho court was occupied all day by evi- 
dence for tho defence and addresses by 
counsel in tho case of Wang Foon, 
charged with murder. 

At about a quarter to eight o'clock p. 
n»., Mr. Justice McCreight commenced 
his charge to the jury, explaining the law 
in relation to the crime with which I he 
prisoner was charged and going minutely 
into tho evidence. He stated that the 
theory of the defence was that the man 
was killed outside, remarking that cir- 
oumstancial evidence was often like the 
strands of a rope, the whole of which 
only could bear tho burden, lie then 
showed from the circumstances of the 
case how improbable it was that tho man 
could have been killed outside, as alleged . 
Then there was the hurried washing and 
cleaning of the bloody floor with hot wa- 
ter and tho spots of blood on- tho walls, 
which all seemed to indicate thw man had 
boon murdered inside. As to some differ- 
ence of opinion in tho medical evidence, 
it must be revneinborod that Dr. Jackson 
had seen the wound, while Drs, Matthews 
and Davie had only heard of it. His 
honor continued to read and comment 
upon various portions of tho evidence on 
the whole, charging strongly against tho 
prisonor. He finally concluded by tolling 
the jury that if they thought thoro was 
reasonable doubt of the prisoner being 
guilty of murder they might bring in a 
verdict of, manslaughter, though there was 
no evidonee to this; effect, unless they 
considered that supposing the prisoner 
not guilty of tho deed charged, his fling- 
ing the man out of tho door when dan- 
gerously wounded had accelerated his 
death. 

Mr. T. Davie took exceptions to his 
honor'3 ehargo, as giving prominence to 
the ovidenco allogod against the prisonor, 
while little or nothing was said as to that 
which was made in his favor. 

His Lordship — I will listen to a legal 
objection, but if I have particular views 
of the facts, I am bound to state thorn. 

Mr. T. Davie contended that tho theory 
of thedefonco had not been- properly ■ re- 
presented on some points.' 

Mr. Harrison, for the prosecution', rose 
to address tho court. 

Mr. Justice MoCroight— I cannot hear 
any more speeches. 1 have succeeded in 
displeasing both parties and I am satisfied. 
The jury may retire. 

Tho jury retired, but were almost im- 
mediately recalled by his lordship, w ho told 
them they could bring a verdict of man- 
slaughter against the prisoner, if they be- 
lieved he knew tho wounded liian was 
seriously disabled when he throw him 
out. 

After an absence of about an hour and 
a-half the jury returned into court with a 
verdict of manslaughter against tho pris- 
oner, on the third count of the indictment 
by accollerating the death of Un Kow, in 
throwing him out of tho house, When in 
n wounded condition. 

Court adjourndd at midnight till eleven 
o'clock Friday. 

Moro Snoop ■Worrying'. 

A few nights ago Mossrs. Goodacre &

Spring Ridge, one of them a fine Ango- 
ra, worth more than £20, which bad heon

This terrible slaughter of 
sheep, to say nothing of goats, is a great 
loss to Victoria butchers annually and 
might be put a stop to if people owning 
dogs, especially deer hounds, which are 
supposed to be the chief depredators, 
would keep them fastened up at night.

Capt. Gag-, formerly master of tho 
barkeutine Portland, has bean transferred 
to the command of the ship City of Brook- 
lyn, recently purchased by Simpson Bros, 
to carry lumber from northern ports to 
San Fx'ancisco. Her first voyage down 
will be with coal from Seattle. 

T. P. H. Whitolaw, who purchased the 
wreck of the British iron ship Bremen, 
lost on tho South Faralono Islands, has 
recovered property valued at §3200, his 
expensos having been about §1100, and 
tho price paid for tho wreck §1,015. It 
is estimated that tho iron in the hull is 
worth 825,000, and that it will cost 810,- 
000 to recover it by tho aid of divers.

A DRAMATIC SUICIDE . 

Torriblo Winding Tip to a Rural Mer- 
rymaking. 

(M-bllc Register.) 
Information was received yesterday of 
a curious as well as sensational suicide 
which took place at BuckaUmna, a station

Ti A. Co.x, a young man employed as 
bookkeeper by Mr. D. Smith, a merchant 
of Buckatuiina, attended a party in tho 
neighborhood, and danced with the young 
ladies until midnight. He remarked once 
or twice to his partners in the dance that, 
he would die that night alter the dancing 
was concluded. 

About one o'clock, when the. partici- 
pants in the entertainment were getting 
ready to go homo, young Cox called their 
attention to tho way ho had arranged the 
chairs around the room, and how he h;:d 
placed one chair in the centre and covered 
it with a shawl, lie requested the ladies 
to be seated. One of the ladies took the 
centre seat, but he asked her to seat her 
self elsewhere, as that particular chair 
was reserved for himself. 

After all had taken their places, he 
seated himself in the centre, and, placing 
his hands iu the bosom of his eoat, re- 
marked that he would certainly die before 
day, and desired the present witnesses to 
stay with him until thu end was reached. 
Ho said he had been raised well by his 
mother, who had sent him to Sunday 
school and had tried to make a good 
Christian of him, but in spito of her care, 
ho had strayed from tho paths of duty, 
and could never face his mother again. 
Ho then drew a pistol from an inside 
pocket, and saying, "This never fails." 
placing tho muzzle against his ear and 
tired. Tho spectators were taken so en- 
tirely by surprise that they could make 
no movement to prevent the rash act, and 
it was not until his hand dropped into 
iiis lap and the pistol fell to the floor that 
they fully realized the horrible deed 
which he had committed. When the 
gentlemen rushed to tho centre 1 of the 
room, thoy found tho young man dead. 

It appears that Cox posted his books 
the day beforo and made a full and cor- 
rect account to his employer. Thu cor- 
oner held the inquest and turned the 
body over to Mr. Smith. The latter pro- 
vided a casket and paid all thu expenses 
of preparing and shipping tho remains to 
tho suicide's mother, who lives up on tho 
Montgomery Railroad.

Tho "CTproaiious 'Way In which It "Was 
Rscolvod by a London Audience 

The utter failure of the Poet Laureate's 
now play ia the talk of London. Tho 
critics devoted columns io the history of 
the failure. Some are apologetic, others 
sad, while some make merry over it; but 
all agree as to the downright failure of 
the piece. Poor Mrs. Bernard Beero.tho 
lessee of the Globe Theatre, had no doubt 
thought herself fortunate in opening her 
season with a play from the Laureate's 
pen. The rehearsals had been careful, 
tho scenery was beautiful, tho music was 
good, the very programme was novel and 
artistic; money and taste wero frooly ex- 
pended, and the melancholy result was 
ridicule. Tho public flockod to the thea- 
tre with eager anticipations, aud sat 
through the first scone with minds pre- 
disposed. to reverential enjoyment; they 
loft it with jeers and laughter. As for 
the "'gods," they mercilessly "guyed" tho 
piece from the moment that failuro was 
apparent-— and it became apparent very 
early in the first act. 

It was a great disappointment, Tho 
name of the play was poetic, "Tho Pro- 
mise of May," and, as though to increase 
the interest, the following pretty lines by

CuiUAou, Dec. 12. — The fitter- Ocean's 
Shawneetown, 111. , special says a most 
dreadful accident occurred at the sawmill 
of J. Vincent & Son yosterday. Eleven 
men employed about tho mill wero scat- 
tered about the engine room during the 
noonday luncheon, when tho boiler ex- 
ploded with extraordinary violence, coin- 
plotoly wrecking the mill, distributing 
tho iron plates of the boiler at various 
distances, from a few feet to six hundred 
yards, and immediately killing eight of 
the eleven men ami wounding the other 
throe. 

Ono body was blown into tho river and 
two more were hurled a distance of 200 
yards. Several of the men wero actually 
blown into mince meat and friends sub- 
sequently went about with pails picking 
up the undistingllishable fragments that 
woro strewn about. Tho cause of the ex- 
plosion is not known. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 12. — About twelve 
years ago, Jacob Baker, an eccentric 
bachelor of Philadelphia died, leaving 
among other properly, fifteen acres of 
land, located iu the heart of the city, up- 
on which are erected several of the hand- 
somest buildings in the country. The 
old man bequeathed his ptoporly to his 
relatives, consisting of ono brother and 
two sisters and their children . Ono of 
the sisters is Mary Pyles, of Turtle creek, 
Pa. , and the brother is Solomon Baker, 
of Somerset, l a. 

The property was leaned during Baker's 
lifetime to tho present holders for a long 
term of years. This fact was known to 
the heirs, but for some reasons they did 
not until recently, make a demand for 
the rent. Finding their title disputed, 
they have concluded to test their claim 
through tho courts. Mrs. Pyles has 
placed her case in the hands of a promin- 
ent law firm of this city ami tho papers 
aro now being prepared. The value of 
the estate is variously estimated at from 
¥-'0,000,000 to $^0,000,000.

Topee a, Ks., Dec. 12.— J. C. Ellis, of 
Kinsley, Ks., tells tho following story of 
the robbery there Saturday night;- 

L. G. -Boyce, the cashier,] locked the 
safe and vault and went to supper. O. 
W. Crawford, county treasurer, has an 
office in tho same building, and besides 
the cashier is the only one acquainted 
with the combination of tho lock. Ho 
left at the same time with Boyce and re- 
turned with him. They found coins scat- 
tered around the floor. Boyce opened 
tho vault and found 812,000 missing. 
Tho burglars evidontly entered through 
the treasurer's office in the roar, a panel 
of the door having been broken. It is 
ovident that the door to the safe was un- 
locked not broken, so tho burglars must 
have had tho combination. Detectives 
have buen sot to work and it is roported 
tho money has been recovered.

England's Indian Visitors.. 

The thirty commissioned and non-com- 
missioned Indian officers, representing 
the native army employed in tlio Egyptian 
campaign, who are now on a visit to this 
country, are receiving a very cordial wel- 
come. The idea is — as it was in the case 
of Cotewayo, though springing from 
rather a different motive — to givo them 
Bomo idea of the greatness of England 
and of our national life and habits. They 
are lodging at Wimbledon, under the care 
of Col. Pennington and Sir U. Daly, and 
on the whole tho arrangements for their 
comfort and entertainment seem excellent. 
Soon after they arrived they were taken 
to the Indian Office and introduced to 
Lord Uartington, and from the windows 
of the building they witnessed tho Lord 
Mayor's show. Last night five of tho 
officers went to the House of Commons, 
and bore a rather curious incident occur- 
red, .hist after thoy entered the Speak- 
er's gallery Mr. Chaplin, who was attack- 
ing tho government proposals in his usual 
blood and thunder style, drew forth a 
hearty cheor from his friends. The In- 
dian officers, who had (inly that moment 
been observed, attributed the applause as 
a tribute to themselves, and at onco rose 
and gave the .military salute. This natur- 
ally led to a loud burst of cheering from 
all parts of the House, which prevented 
Mr. Chaplin from proceeding with his re- 
marks for some time. They stayod in 
the House for upwards of tin hour, and 
after loaving it for a short interval re- 
turno'd to witness the division. Of courso 
a good deal more sight-seeing .is to be 
gone through before their return. Among 
other places they aro to go to tho Crystal 
Palaco, the National Gallery, and Drury 
Lano Theater, and thoy tiro to witness a 
ship launch. But above all, they are to 
be inspoctod by the Queen, and to bo pre- 
sented by Her Majesty with the special 
distinctions they have gained during tho 
campaign. Not much is known yet of 
their impressions of the country, boyond 
that thoy find tho climate unpleasantly 
cold. But they much appreciate the 
warm reception that has been given them, 
and this they certainly deserve, for no 
better or braver soldiers fought in Egypt.
